A  large  turn  out  for  the  popular  sport  of  bas- 
betball  insured  a  good  J.V.  season.  The  team  was 
cut  to  15  after  two  weeks  practice;  those  boys  who 
were  left  over  from  last  year’s  J.V.  team  formed 
the  backbone  of  this  year’s  squad.  The  holdovers 
were:  Dick  Walsborn,  Mike  Maki,  John  Riley,  Jon 
Blisset,  and  Dick  Stephens. 

The  team  started  slow,  winning  a  close  one 
from  Ilwaco  and  dropping  two  heartbreakers  to 
Astoria,  who  they  would  have  undoubtedly  beaten 
later  on  in  the  season.  Finally  they  hit  their  stride 
and  maintained  a  steady  pace  of  victories  on  a  13- 
straight  winning  streak.  The  loss  of  Riley,  who 
moved  up  to  the  varsity  squad,  cut  down  their  scor¬ 
ing  chances,  which  might  have  been  one  of  the  reas¬ 
ons  for  their  loss  to  St.  Helens  at  St.  Helens.  They
